Outgoing quarantine at Manila restored. 

Owing to the inci'ease of cholera and plague in Manila it became 
necessary, on May 7, 1903, to again institute an outgoing quarantine, 
not only for the purpose of protecting the United States ports from 
the introduction of the diseases, but also as a protection to the person- 
nel of the ships. 

All vessels clearing for United States ports carrying steerage pas- 
sengers are held in quarantine five days prior to sailing and are 
inspected daily. Vessels leaving this port for United States ports 
without steerage passengers are fumigated to kill the rats and other 
vermin on board, crew bathed, decks washed down with bichloride 
solution, and cabins disinfected with formaldehyde, thus reducing to a 
minimum the possibility of conveying infection. Some clean ports in 
the Philippines require of vessels from Manila a certificate of disin- 
fection before the3 r will be granted pratique without quarantine, and 
such vessels, upon request, are also disinfected and inspected by this 
office before sailing.
